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Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-27, drawn to a method of making a touch fastener having a non-planar 
topography, classified in class 264, subclass 167. 

II. Claims 45-49, drawn to a method of making a molded article, classified in class 
264, subclass 41. 

III. Claims 28-44, drawn to a touch fastener, classified in class 24, subclass 452. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and III are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the 
product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process such as providing a 
mold defining a hemispherical shell of uniform thickness wherein the mold as recesses on its 
convex side that each define a male fastener element, providing metal or synthetic resin having 
the capability when solid of having sufficient stiffness to maintain a curved shape when in sheet 
form under its own weight, injecting the molten metal or synthetic resin into the shell, cooling 
the metal or synthetic resin to solidify it and removing the metal or synthetic resin shell that 
defines a sheet form with a contoured shape of a hemisphere from the mold wherein the molding 
process also has integrally defined the metal or synthetic resin touch fastener elements. 

Inventions II and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
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product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 
§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product such as a method of making a molded article wherein the method 
comprises providing a mold defining a mold cavity, providing a mold liner having a plurality of 
male fastener elements on one surface of the non-planar sheet, inserting the mold liner into the 
mold cavity against the surface of the mold so that each of the fastener elements extend away 
from the surface of the mold and delivering a dense molten material that has no voids into the 
mold and cooling the dense material so that an article is formed without any voids and the 
fastener elements securely maintain the liner as a covering on the article without any being 
exposed outside the covering. 

Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because thermoforming the sheet form base is not required. The subcombination has 
separate utility such as a method of making a garment fastener having a non-planar sheet from 
profile wherein there is no securement of foam on the fastener. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for each Group is not required for another Group, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper. 

After electing between inventions, the following election between species is required if 
applicant should elect the article claims of Group III. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

Group 1 comprising figures 2C, 2E, 4A, 4B and 5A; 

Group 2 comprising figure 3C defining the laminated sheet; 

Group 3 comprising figure 5D with the magnetic particles; 

Group 4 comprising the figures 6A-6B defining the mold liners; 

Group 5 comprising figure 7, 8A, 8B defining the frameworks; 

Group 6 comprising figure 9; and 

Group 7 comprising figure 10. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, at least claims 28 and 33 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election.
